On September 17th, Councilor George Bitzas - on 
behalf of the Town of Agawam and the Beautification 
Committee - presented a certificate of appreciation to 
Six Flags of New England. Six Flags installed the cir¬ 
cular floral planter which now graces the main 
entrance to the new Veterans’ Cemetery.

Councilor Bitzas responds to 
letter about ambulance 

To the Editor: 

In last week’s Agawam Advertiser, Mr. Karl 
Schmaelzle wrote a letter attacking me and the reso¬ 
lution I sponsored which would put a full-time ambu¬ 
lance in the Feeding Hills fire station. About a month 
ago, he wrote another letter supporting it and asking 
all to support it, and “help George in his quest.” I worn 
der why now he has changed his tune and joined 
some councilors, his political friends, who first 
attacked mv resolution as “political.” “bizarre." and/or 
“not worth the paper it was written on" and then voted 
in favor. 

I am glad that Mr. Schmaelzle quoted Councilor 
Perry when he said he has "been fighting for six years 
to get an ambulance in Feeding Hills.” I agree that for 
six years of fighting nothing has happened. I believe 
that this time something will happen. 
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Mr. Schmaelzle quoted Councilor Morassi, who 
attacked my resolution to support a permanent ambu¬ 
lance in Feeding Hills, saying “it’s one of the most 
bizarre resolutions I’ve ever seen.” If Mr. Schmaelzle, 
who is also president of the Firefighters Union, 
believes that a resolution calling for a permanent 
ambulance in Feeding Hills to save people’s lives is 
bizarre, then that is really very sad.

Mr. Schmaelzle also wrote, “George spoke at the 
Agawam Republican Town Committee breakfast 
(Sept. 8th) and told all in attendance that all the fire¬ 
fighters are EMTs or paramedics." Mr. Schmaelzle did 
not quote anybody and he was not there to know what 
I said. I strongly believe that I said most are, not all 
are. At that meeting. I also went into detail explaining 
to all of those in attendance mv ideas about how we

Bike path to 
become a reality 
In Agawam 

On Friday, September 21st, Agawam received 
some long-awaited good news. 

State Highway Commissioner Matthew J. Amorello 
- standing on the site of the proposed Agawam 
Riverwalk and Bikeway - announced that the $1.6 mil¬ 
lion project has finally been put out to bid. 

The project, which calls for a 1.5-mile, multi-use 
trail to be constructed on the banks of the Connecticut 
River, was originally conceived in 1976. 

At that time, the town did not appropriate its share 
of the project and it lay dormant for almost 20 years. 
Then, in 1995, the town (through the Pioneer Valley 
Planning Commission) applied for federal ISTEA 
Enhancement Funds. 

The project was placed on a list of projects to be 
funded, but due to a tightening of funding for highway 
projects as a result of the Big Dig, the project was 
placed on hold. 

The announcement that the project has been put 
out to bid means that construction funds have been 
freed up for the project. 

Construction is planned for next spring and is to be 
completed in the fall of 2003. 

“I am elated that this long-awaited initiative is final¬ 
ly moving forward,” said Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 
“The Riverwalk, which will run along a beautiful, unde¬ 
veloped portion of the Connecticut River, will be one 
of the finest multi-use trails in New England. 

“Agawam residents of all ages will be able to recre¬ 
ate in the proposed linear park which not only accom¬ 
modates bicycles and pedestrians, but will also pro¬ 
vide scenic vistas of New England’s longest river.” 

Cohen expressed gratitude for the unfailing sup¬ 
port of State Senator Linda Mel conian, State 
Representative Daniel Keenan, and the Pioneer 
Valley Planning Commission. 

Deborah Dachos, Agawam’s Director of Planning 
and Community Development, the project coordina¬ 
tor, remarked that she was overjoyed that the project 
would soon become a reality. 

“The Riverwalk has seen years of seemingly insur¬ 
mountable obstacles, including the rewrite of the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act regulating 
activities within 200 feet of a river. 

“I always knew that if we stuck with it and did not 
get discouraged, Agawam residents would some day 
be able to enjoy this beautiful stretch of the 
Connecticut River from the Riverwalk,” she said. 


Fire Wise ... 

Are your children 
“home alone”? 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

For parents with children who spend time on their 
own before or after school, safety and security is a 
major concern. Here are some suggestions to help 
you prepare your children for being “home alone.” 

* Make sure your home is secure. Check doors and 
windows to make sure all locks are in working order 
and that your child knows how to open the lock should 
it become necessary for him or her to get out of the 
house. Also, trim shrubs and bushes near doors and 
windows so no one can hide behind them. 

* Check your home for fire hazards. Working 
smoke detectors should be installed on each level. 
They should be tested monthly, and the battery 
should be changed annually. All appliances should be 
in good working order. Make sure matches, lighters, 
and any flammable liquids are stored out of reach of 
children. Develop a home fire escape plan and prac¬ 
tice it several times with your children. They should 
understand that if a fire starts, they should leave the 
house and call the fire department (911) from a neigh¬ 
bor’s. 

* A first aid kit should be stored where it can be 
found easily in case of minor cuts. Teach children 
basic first aid for small cuts, burns, nose bleeds, etc. 

* Compile a list of important phone numbers and 
post it near all phones. Include work, neighbors, rela¬ 
tives, fire, police, ambulance, and others that you feel 
are important. Your child should know his/her phone 
number and complete address, including apartment 
number, name of apartments, and any other informa¬ 
tion that could assist emergency vehicles if neces¬ 
sary. 

* Spend time teaching your children personal safe¬ 
ty rules. Plays lots of “what if?" games. This will help 
them recognize and develop responses to certain 
situations. 

* Establish some “house rules” with your children. 
They should be clearly stated, written, and posted 
where visible. Your child should understand what the 
consequences will be should he or she break a rule. 
Topics to be covered: TV time, snacks, using the 
phone or other appliances around the house, having 
visitors, etc. 

* Check with your school for after-school programs 
that might be offered in your area. 

For your children, time “home alone” can be 
safe and secure with some planning. Contact the 
Agawam Fire Department at 786-2662 for more 
information.

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Common hair problems 


Being in the hair business, I get many questions 
about hair problems. I thought that sorting these ques¬ 
tions into a few articles would answer some of these 
concerns. 

The biggest complaint is hair loss. Many things can 
cause hair loss, including heredity, hormones, nutri¬ 
tion, and overall health. Your scalp will have among 
80,000 to 120,000 hair follicles with an average loss 
of up to 100 hairs a day. It will appear like a lot more 
if your hair is longer, so don't get fearful, it will replace 
itself. If you do not do your hair on a daily basis, you 
should expect to see more hair in your brush or drain 
due to lack of removal on a daily basis. Any excessive 
hair loss should be reported to your doctor. 

Another question I am asked quite often is why 
some persons can grow their hair to the waist, while 
others cannot seem to grow it longer than the middle 
of their back. The answer is quite simple. Your hair 
goes through a normal cycle of active growth followed 
by a resting phase. When a new active phase begins, 
you shed the old hair and it gets replaced with a new 
one. The longer that this phase lasts, the longer your 
hair can grow (individuals with waist-length hair expe¬ 
rience a longer active phase). 

Unfortunately, the length of your hair’s active phase 
is preset by genetics. Also, as we get older, the active 
phases get shorter and the resting phases (when no

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growth occurs) get longer. This will cause hair not to 
grow as quickly as when we were younger. All hair 
strands go through this process, but not at the same 
time. 

If it did, we would lose all our hair at the same time. 

If hair loss is noticeably excessive for more than a few 
weeks, there could be an underlying cause. These 
could include hormonal changes, pregnancy, illness 
and high fever, stress, poor nutrition, radiation, and 
medications. A trip to the doctor will confirm a reason 
and when resolved, new hairs should begin to grow in 
about three months. 

Another question I often get asked is how to main¬ 
tain hair color until the next touch-up. First, I would 
like to say that hair grows at different paces for every¬ 
one. Some women need their roots touched up in 
three weeks and other women can go four to six 
weeks. This is due to your specific hair growth cycle 
as mentioned above. The hair needs to have the prop¬ 
er care to maintain its just done look. 

Avoid exposing your hair to sunlight; the sun’s rays 
have a strong bleaching effect. Try wearing a hat or 
scarf and use hair products that have sunscreen pro¬ 
tection in them. (We carry Paul Mitchell’s new hair 
line, Modern Elixirs, which contain sunscreen.) 

Avoid chlorinated or salt water. If you slather on the 
conditioner and cover your hair with a close fitting 
bathing cap, you can get extra protection while swim¬ 
ming. Use shampoo that is formulated for color-treat¬ 
ed hair and avoid clarifying and dandruff shampoos 
which can strip the hair. If really necessary, use once 
a week and not every time you shampoo. To be con¬ 
tinued...

This case involves two plaintiffs. Plaintiff number 
one was operating his pickup truck in the city. While in 
the process of making a right-hand turn, the plaintiff 
testified that an unidentified vehicle truck struck his 
vehicle in the rear, causing his vehicle to spin out of 
control and crash into a snowbank. Neither of the 
plaintiffs could identify the other vehicle. Accordingly, 
plaintiff number one sought uninsurance benefits from 
his own policy of insurance. 

Discovery revealed that plaintiff number one had 
filed several uninsurance claims within the preceding 
15 years. Further, the plaintiff had been involved in 
several workers' compensation causes, claiming 
injury similar to the instant matter. The plaintiff’s 
counsel obtained medical records from previous inci¬ 
dents. 

The plaintiff had suffered a c5-6 herniation in an 
earlier motor vehicle accident. The plaintiff’s counsel 
argued that MRIs taken after the instant accident 
showed a herniation at c6-7, representing a new 
injury. The plaintiff’s counsel also argued that none of 
the previous medical records made mention of reflex 
sympathetic dystrophy, which was a main component 
of the first plaintiff’s instant claim. 

As for plaintiff number two, discovery revealed that 
he had never been in an accident. He did testify, how¬ 
ever, that he had worked as a laborer for more than 
40 years and did suffer various neck and back injuries 
over the years. Plaintiff number two had a lumbar 
strain (lumbar disc bulge). 

The defendant’s counsel argued that any injuries 
revealed on a post-accident MRI were consistent with 
a lifetime of manual labor, and did not show evidence 
of trauma. Although the case was arbitrated nearly 
four years after the accident, neither plaintiff had ever 
returned to work. 

Both plaintiffs’ counsel and the defendant’s coun¬ 
sel proffered expert medical testimony at the arbitra¬ 
tion. In addition, defense counsel called an accident 
reconstructionist to the stand, who testified that in his 
opinion, the incident was “staged.” 

Ultimately, plaintiff number one received an award 
of $200,000 and plaintiff number two received an 
award of $100,000.

Stress is the way you react (physically, psychologi¬ 
cally, or behaviorally) to change. Stress can be posi¬ 
tive or negative.

This response can be positive. Stress helps us 
meet challenging or threatening situations, it provides 
us with mental alertness and focus. Positive stress is 
short-term. Once the crisis or threat has been met, the 
body relaxes and returns to normal. Negative stress is 
continuous. The body is stuck in the “on” position. 

This leads to distress - no true relaxation phase 
between one crisis and the next. Physically, distress 
can cause ulcers, high blood pressure, insomnia, 
painful joints, muscle spasms. Psychologically, dis¬ 
tress produces anger, anxiety, irritability, nervousness, 
burn-out. Behaviorally, stress can cause crying,

Sleeping positions 

Question: I have been seeing my chiropractor for a 
pinched nerve in my lower cervical neck that radiates 
pain to my shoulder and left arm. He suggested that I 
sleep on my back, preferably with some traction under 
my neck if I can. 

Sometimes I use tennis balls under my neck or a 
rolled towel. However, I find I can do this for a while, 
but I begin to feel a pinch between my shoulder blade 
and neck. I’m usually a side sleeper, but am willing to 
try just about anything. Thank you for your help. 

Answer. Positions while “sleeping” are difficult to 


control. You have a lifetime, automatic habit going on. 

I would suggest talking to your chiropractor about a 
home traction device that you can use periodically at 
home during non-sleep times. 

Most people do sleep on their sides. A pillow 
between the knees will help to alleviate twisting of the 
pelvis (which can add to tension in the neck). Also, a 
comfortable cervical pillow can be helpful even when 
sleeping on your side. 

I would recommend trying to avoid curving the neck 
downward (chin up instead of down) and using a pil¬ 
low to fill in the gap between your neck and shoulder 
just enough so the head is not angled up or down. 
One of the buckwheat hull pillows or other organic pil¬ 
lows is another effective sleeping support. 

A teaspoon of calcium powder in about a 1/4 glass 
will help your muscles rest to a better degree, giving 
you a much more restful night. Happy sleeping!

Delicious Italian-flavored dishes... 


“The Food 
Dude ” 

by John Walters

Most of us have seen this dish advertised in an 
Italian restaurant - “chicken cacciatore’’ (in Italian, this 
means “hunter). So, the dish is a simple stew made 
with the primary ingredients. 

I like to make a pork chop cacciatore. Pour a TB of 
olive oil in a large saute pan, and bring the pan to a 
very hot searing temperature. Do not let the oil start to 
smoke, and do not use extra virgin oil. Place your 
chops in to sear golden on both sides. Now, pour into 
the pan and over the chops 2C chopped plum toma¬ 
toes, 1 TB garlic minced, and 1 C each of slivered 
onion, green bell pepper, and zuccini; add a splash of 
red wine and a bay leaf to finish this dish. 

Turn the heat down and simmer until the pork is 
falling off the bone. You can use chicken, pork, veal, 
sausage, or seafood in this dish. Adjust your season¬ 
ings with salt and pepper. Serve with a wide egg noo¬ 
dle. 

I had dinner recently at Silvano’s on Worthington 
Street in Springfield. The food was simply wonderful. 
Joe Anton was on my show recently, and he brought 
in some baked stuffed shrimp. I thought, "Why not 
give you a recipe to make some great shrimp?” 

You’ll need the largest shrimp for this dish (it may 
be expensive, but it is worth it). You’ll also need to do 
some shopping for this dish, so here we go. Stop 
down in Springfield’s South End at Milano Importing 
and buy some real parmigiano cheese and olive oil. 
Make it easy on yourself by going next door to Boston 
Sea Foods for the shrimp, as well as one lobster and 


a 1/4 LB of scallops. 

At home, devein the shrimp and split down the mid¬ 
dle (but not in two). Wash well. Boil your lobster and 
reserve the meat, all chopped up. Quickly cook the 
scallops and chop them, too. On the shrimp, sprinkle 
them with a little balsamic vinegar and olive oil. Now, 
add a sprinkle of breadcrumbs. Your stuffing goes into 
place, and you bake them at 375 degrees untill gold¬ 
en. 

The stuffing is this: the chopped seafood, chopped 
red pimento, chopped onion (cooked), garlic, and 
cheese (the ingredients are not exact). You can have 
more lobster or more breadcrumbs to your taste. Now, 
pour into the stuffing melted butter; just enough to 
bring the dish together, not to soak it through. Stuff 
each shrimp and bake. 

Try this spinich stuffing on shrimp, too. Saute one 
package of raw spinich in butter with a TB of minced 
garlic. Add 1/4 C cooked and minced bacon to the 
stuffing, 1/4 C grated Swiss cheese, and a splash of 
Pernod. Stuff the shrimp and add a few sprinkles of 
cheese on top. Bake until golden brown at 350 
degrees.

The Girl on the Island 

Looking out my office door, I noticed Sheila sitting 
on a chair with her head in her hands. Clearly, she 
was not a happy camper. 

Realizing that I was her counselor, I quickly exited 
my office, approached her, and ushered her in my 
door. I told her to have a seat and to take a few 
breaths. Then, I softly asked her, “What’s the prob¬ 
lem?” 

Looking up through tear-stained eyes, Sheila sim¬ 
ply said, “I guess I’m having a bad day.” Duh...so, of 
course, I probed further. I told her that if she would 
mention the problem, we could then both look at it, 
decide what to do about it, and start managing it. 
Finally, with Kleenex in front on her, Sheila began to 
tell her story. 

A ninth-grader, Sheila came to the High School 
with the anticipation of having a wonderful time. 
Unfortunately, she has found, after just a few weeks of 
school, that that has not been the case. Her so-called 
best friend does not like her anymore; her boyfriend 
now has eyes for someone else; her schoolwork has 
been suffering. To add to this litany of woe, her sister 
is making her life miserable by always picking on her 
and borrowing her clothes without permission to do 
so. Sheila is feeling all alone with no one to whom she 
can vent her problems. 

Well, we decided to write down these troubling sit¬ 
uations and to deal with them one at a time. 
Otherwise, they seemed to be too daunting when 
taken as a total package. We decided to tackle friend¬ 
ship first. It turns out that her “best” friend stopped 
talking to her over something very trivial. 

After examining the issue, we realized that Sally 
was not really a friend if she chose to dump Sheila the 
way she had. “Sheila,” I said, “You are just a fresh¬ 
man; there are about 300 students in your class. 
Surely you can meet some friends in your class, invite 
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them home, and start hanging with them. Do you 
belong to any clubs or athletic teams? You can always 
make new acquaintances that way.” 

Sheila told me that she does not participate in any 
extracurricular activities. In fact, she feels very lonely. 
“How can I make friends, Mrs. Cohen? I mean, I real¬ 
ly don’t see anyone after school and there are only a 
few minutes for passing between classes. And at 
lunch, I don’t want to sit anywhere near Sally, and I 
don’t really know the other girls that are not sitting with 
her." 

“Ah, Sheila. You know, you’re like a gal on an 
island. Everyone else is together on the mainland and 
you are stuck on the island all alone, feeling a little 
sorry for yourself. I suggest you start to swim over to 
the mainland. You need to reach out to others and 
they will reach out to you. You need to not be alone. 
Loneliness brings on despair and gives you time to 
have your own little pity party.” 

We talked about this for a while and Sheila did 
agree that she had to start widening her circle. She 
told me that she was working in a group in English 
class and perhaps would invite one of the members of 
her group to come to her house. Readily, I agreed with 
her plan of action. “You know, Sheila, once you start 
making some new friends, even your older sister 
won’t seem to be such a pain. Right now, you’re 
unhappy, so everything is getting to you. You’r so con¬ 
sumed with your loneliness that you’re using all your 
energies thinking about that situation and you’re not 
putting any energy into getting along with your sister, 
or into studying either. I bet once you start making 
some friends, everything will start looking up.’ 

You know, Sheila’s story is not an isolated one. 
Especially freshmen girls seem to experience a big 
change in friends when they hit high school. Perhaps 
it’s because some girls are maturing faster than oth¬ 
ers; perhaps it’s because interests are changing; per¬ 
haps it’s because of the bigness of the school that 
invites a feeling of isolation. 

I don’t know, but l do know the feeling can be dev¬ 
astating and can severely hamper one’s adjustment to 
high school. As parents, do keep your eyes open. Do 
watch to see if old girl friends are no longer in the pic¬ 
ture. Do try to open the lines of communication with 
your child and encourage her to discuss her feelings. 
Don’t let her settle on the island; gently push her to 
swim to the mainland where she can find solace in 
activities and friendship.

Babbin &AHS 
gymnasts win 24th 
straight in close call

On Tuesday evening (September 25th), the 
Agawam High gymnasts, led by All-Western Mass, 
standout Andrea Babbin, won their very important 
meet against visiting Westfield and Hampshire 
Regional, two of the top teams in Western Mass. The 
young Brownies (10 sophomores, one junior, and just 
two seniors) - who are the defending Western Mass, 
champs - racked up 125 points to the Bombers’ 123.7 
and Hamp’s 119.8 in winning their 24th straight meet 
(4-0 this year). 

Babbin, a junior, won the all-around (34.1). 
Hampshire’s Ashley Patton, a sophomore, was sec¬ 
ond (31.8). Westfield All-Western Mass, sophomore, 
Lisa Mitus, was third (31.5). 

It was another tour-de-force for Babbin, who won 
three of the four venues - the vault, bars, and beam. 
She tied for second on the floor, a 10th of a point 
behind Patton. 

Agawam started out with the vault. While most of 
the kids executed the basic handstand reverse flip, 
Babbin used her imagination (not to mention great tal¬ 
ent) to add to it a half-twist with a reverse somersault 
landing, which she nailed for a score of 8.8 (equaling 
her season best to that point). 

Patton also did a twist flip, but she had a slight 
glitch when she came down for a second-place 8.4.

Babbin scored an 8.4 on the bars, attacking them 
with a middle mount to a swing on the low section.

It was back 
up top again with another giant swing to a reverse 
swing and a somersault dismount, which she nailed.

Taking a penalty drop... 

A penalty drop seems like the very last resort to 
most goiifers. Do not allow this to be the case for you. 
Sometimes it is the best route to reasonable damage 
limitation. 

You have three options when taking a penalty drop: 

1. Drop youir ball within two clubs’ lengths, but not 
nearer tne hole. 

2. Take your ball bacK as far as you like while keep¬ 
ing the point where it originally lay between your 
intended dropping point and the hole. 

3. Replay your shot from the spot in which it origi¬ 
nally lay before your last stroke. 

These options all cost you one stroke. This may 
seem a high price to pay, but often it is the best 
means of keeping control of your score.
